Mr. Grabill is seventy-two years old, 
but strong in body and grim of will. 
One day last June Mr. Grabill, who is 
a miller of Dallville, was approached 
by a man who said he represented a 
brokerage firm at Chicago. The stran ­ 
ger persuaded Grabill that gold mines 
would be a profitable investm ent for

savings. 
Grabill 
handed

$3,500 in cash and made an appoint­ 
m ent with him to meet him in Indian­ 
apolis and turn over the remainder of 
the am ount he intended to invest.

He then took up 
the trail of the swindler. It led to St. 
Louis and Denver, to New Mexico and
